A Poor Outiook— The Proposed Meeting of the Cotton 
Planters’ Association. 

GALVESTON, October 1.—Special telegrams to 
the Houston Post Record to-night from 110 
points in this state, indicate that the top crop 
ot cotton, with a few exceptions, will be a 
total failure. Where the recent rains have 
henefited the second crop, worms are appear- 
ing in large numbers, and in the northern 
portions ot the state early frosts are appre 
hended. The yield this season, although 
prospects are more encouraging -than one 
month ago, will fall considerably short of 
that of last year. Thirty days of fair weather 
wili leave but little cotton in the fields, as 
labor is abundant and picking is faradvanced. 

THE NATIONAL COTTON PLANTERS,

They recom- 
mend the ordinary grant no more liquor 
license in the county as they find about sey- 
enty five per cent of the crimes in the county 
originate fromthe sale and use of whisky. 
There was twenty three grand jurors served 
ten days, twenty four petitijurors twelve days 
and thirty six tales jurors seven days, each 
received two dollars per day, amounting to 
one thousand fiye hundred and forty dollars. 
Other expenses connected with the court will 
run the amount upto about two thousand 
dollars.

Shortly after 11 o’clock last night the report 
of a pistol was heard on Bryan street, near 
Jefferson, in the vicinity of a saloon known 
as the ‘‘Workingmen’s Home,’ kept by a col- 
ored man named W. B. brown. A minute 
later a white man, who occupied a room on 
the second floor of the place, caine to the top 
of the stairs and said that a man in the room 
with him had committed suicide. The pro- 
prietor went up to the room and found a 
young white man iying on the bed with a 
bullet wound in his breast and 
a pistol lying by his side. 
The victim was apparently about 22 years of 
age, about five feet in height, of 
medium build, with smooth face and dark 
hair. He was partially dressed in a blue 
checkered shirt and black and white eheck 
pants: A straw hat lay on the .bed by his 
side, and his coat and working clothes lay cn 
the floor. The pistol was a small single barre! 
weapon, carrying a No. 22 cartridge. In the 
dead man’s pockets were found a memoran- 
dum book, bearing on the cover the names 
“J. J.“Tuflor, Captain Sanchez, Savannah, 
Ga..’’ a bottle of medicine, two bottles of 
castor oil, a plug of tobacco, a ten cents silver 
piece anda number 22 cartridge, the same 
size as the calibre of the pistol. The bip 
pocket of his pantaloons was turned inside 
out and had apparently been tampered with. 
The lining might have been pulled out, how- 
ever, When the pistol] was withdrawn, if it 
was carried in this pocket. There wasnothing 
to identify the man except the memorandum 
book, bearing the names luflor and Sanchez. 
The proprietor of the saloon stated that the 
deceased came to the place about 10 o'clock 
and applied for lodging, and was given a bed 
in the room occupied by a book canvasser 
named R. W. Consart. He paid the book- 
keeper 25 cents, and boughta bunch of fish 
and biscuits, which he took up to his room 
He returned’a few minutes later and said 
that he was goingto take a bath. That was 
the last seen of him until he was found dead. 
The room contained two single beds next to 
the southwall. . Thebook canvasser stated he 
was lying on his bed in a drowse when the 
stranger entered, but roused up and they 
talked forsome time. The stranger said he 
was employed on a rosin boat lying at the 
Central railroad wharves, and talked about 
his mother, who, he said, recently died in the 
hospital, and about his little sister in the St. 
Mary’s Orphans’ home. After talking a few 


| minutes he offered to share his lunch, and 


soon after lay down. ‘The canyasser was ly- 
ing with his head toward the stranger's bed, 
when he was aroused by the report of a pistol, 
and jumping up, saw the man start forward 
in a sitting posture and then fall back witha 
groan, He rushed through the next room to 
head of the stairs, and gave the alarm. He 
was placed under arrest and taken. to the 
police barracks to await the result of the 
coroner's investigation.

This man suffered 
forhe faith asa union man. He told his 
stor himself to the members of the party 
Whovarried him the Tribune on mall days. 
He ws a picturesque old man, with pent- 
hous brows, handsome dark eyes, white hair 
and woiskers, bent, slight tigure clad in very 
dark jue jeans and sbrewd face, watching 
the viitor’s handwrite on the ever-ready slate 
made iecessarv by his deafness. He talked 
very Wl, telling old stories of hunters or 
narratiy the recent troubles between North 
and Soh Carolina cattle owners, about pas- 
turage md ‘‘ranges.”’ His language was so 
good tha his visitors wrote on the slate a 
questionas to where he had been educated 
e gue a short laugh. “Educated? By 
books splled out in the chimney-corner after 
a hard my’s work,” he said. “I had no 
other ediration. I was married young, and 
came to this country. It’s the finest country 
between euth and sky; and the scenery is 
just a curicity—now, isn’t it? But I’ve had 
some hard imes. I used to read the Tribune, 
you know, end I was always for the union; 
and I wasn’t prudent in my talk at first. The 
time did come when I hadn’t a kinsman I 
dared talk to, I didn’t even dare to talk to 
my wife; I didn’t dare to sleep under 
my own roof; I lay out in the woods 
nights wrapped in an oldquilt. But v u've 
heard of the night they found me at home?’ 
The vehement voice here tremblea and the 
keen, dark eyes shone. ‘‘I was in bed and 
someone called from the gate, about 10 
o'clock at night, that they had 
skins and ’coon-skins to sell me, and I got up 
and went out. They were all masked. There 
Was amob of them. They beat me with 
three hundred lashes and left me for dead. 
My wife had run out the back way to call a 
neighbor, but no one came in time to save 
mealhck. That's what my deafness comes 
from, and my old, bent, weak back. 

‘After that my name went far and wide as 
aunion man, and nobody knows the work I 
did, the men I fed and guided. All through 
Georgia and South Carolina, all through the 
lucuntains, it was known that if a union 
man, black or white, could get to me he was 
safe. I'd advise him, and feed him, and pilot 
him and give him all the help and infurma- 
tier Teoul? My own wifedidn’t know what 
Z was up to!” 

CURIOUS CHURCH SCENES, 

It was at cburch on Sunday that we beheld 
the edifying spectacle of a humorous meeting 
between a minister of the Methodist Episco- 

val church, south, and one of the northern 
ody of Methodiss. The northerner bap- 
tised four daugkters of republicans in the 
neighborhood and the southerner baptised 
two women and three babies, supposedly of 
the other political creed. It was amicab] y 
arranged as to which should preach, and then 
one sat down on the little wooden bench oh 
the narrow platform, while the other opened 
the Bible on the meagre desk and began his 
discourse. The preacher had an unhappy way 
of wheeling about rapidiv with his arms 
akimbo, in the heat of his eloquence, which 
kept the brother behind him dodging his 
eibows with the most painiul awd incessant 
care.

The above remark was addr 
Green, the veteran fish 
known to the entire worid, and his 
adi CALC 8 a extent of his labors. 

‘When I was quite young,’’ he continued, 

“T would ie on the jimbs of trees that reach- 
ed out over the water entire atternoons watch 
ing the movements of the and studying 
their habits. Jn this way | discovered many 
characteristics which were before unknown. 
I saw, as every observer must see, the destruc- 
tive elements that ure warring against tish, 
and I realized that unless something wee 
done, the life in the streams of this country 
would become extinct. To counteract this 
disastrous end became my life work, andl am 
happy to savy I have seen its accomplish- 
ment. 

‘Were you successful on the start?” 

‘No, indeed. Up tothat time all artificial 
attempts to hatch and raise fish trem the 
shawn had failed, and I was compelled to ex- 
periment in an entirely new manner, ‘The 
work wus a careful and tedious one, but I 
finally succeeded, and to-day I am able te 
hatch and raise fully seventy-five per cent of 
ail spawn.”’ 

“Enormous! Why, that is a larger percen- 
tage than either the v veget table or animal king- 
doms produce in a natural condition.” 

“I Know it, but we exercise the greatest 
care in the start, and guard the little ‘fellows 
until they become able to care for them- 
selves.,’’ 

The foregoing conversation occurred at 
Caledonia where the representative of this pa- 
per was paying a Visit to the state fish hatch- 
eries. Jt has been his privilege to report very 
many interesting sights within the past 
twenty-five years, but the view presented here 
exceeds in interest anything ever before at- 
tempted. 

“How many fish are there in those ponds, 
Mr. Green ?”’ 

‘‘As we have never attempted tocount them 
it will be impossible to say. They extend 
way up into the millions though. We ship- 
ped over three millions out of the ponds this 
year and there seemed to be as many after- 
ward as before. We have nearly every variety 
of the trout family and many hybrids,”’ 

“You speak of hybrids, Mr. Green. 
do vou. mean by that?” 

“T have experimented for years in crossing 
the breed of the various fish and am stil! 
working upon it. We cross the female sal- 
mon trout with the male brook trout, and 
thus produce ahybrid. Then we cross the 
hybrid with the brook trout, which gives us 
three quarters brook trout and one-quarter 
salmon trout. This makes one of the finest 
fishes inthe world. He has all the habits 
of the brook trout, lives in both streams and 
lakes, develops vermillion spots on his sides, 
rises readily to a fly, is far more vigorous and 
fully one-third larger than ordinary prook 
trout of the same age. The possibilities of 
development in the fish world are great and 
we are rapidly ascertaining what they te 
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As the man of news watched the counten- 
ance of Mr. Green while he was giving the 
above account, he could not but feel that he 
was in the presence of one of the few investi- 
gators who, from a rich and life-long ex- 
perience, bring great benefit to the world. 
Let the reader imagine a strong and stalwart 
frawe, surmounted by a head strongly resem- 
bling that of Socrates, and covered witha 
white silky beard and luxuriant gray hair. 
Seth Green, the father of fish culture, is a pic- 
ture of health, and the reporter could not 
help remarking so.

In- 
deed the whole secret of fish culture ean be 
summed up in fourthings. Impregnation,.— 
using no water. Plenty of food. Plenty of 
pure water and cleanliness.”’ 

The numerous fish exhibitions which are 
taking place inall parts of Europe and the 
unusual interest which is being manifested

iMPORTANT FACES AND FIGURES. 

The aggregate property of the United States 
is assessed for state taxes at $16,902,993, 543— 
say, in round numbers, 17 billions of 
dollars. This is duubiless too small an esti- 
mate. The census report on the subject is 
not yet complete, aud siucents anticipating 
this repowt, vary rather widely in their esti- 
mates. Tbe lowest estimate, however, is at 
fully double the assessed value, viz:. 58 bil- 
lions, others say 40, 50, and 55 billions, Prob- 
ably 40 billionsmay be a fair average. 

Whatever the corret amount may be, how- 
ever, in the comparison of state with federal 
taxation, 17 billions is the proper 
basis of comparison, since, on that valuation 
the state percentages are levied. The aggre- 
gate taxes of all the states and territories are 
$52,019,965; about three tenths 
of one per cent on the valuation at 
17 billions. The aggregate county taxes 
of the whole United States are larger than the 
state taxes, viz: $69,606,571. This is over 4-10 
of one per cent. State and county taxes com- 
bined are therefore $122,000,000, something 
less than three-fourths of one per cent on 
{7 billions dollars throughout’ the 
whole country. ‘The federal tax of $400,000,- 
000, levied on the same basis, would be about 
This is considerably more than

2.4 per cent. 
+hree times the state and county taxes put to- 
gether—over five times the county tax—nearly 
eizht times the state tax. Imagine our state 
tax instead of 2% or 3 mills on $100 to be 24 
mills. Wealth per capita, The average wealth 
of the people ot the United States, on the basis 
of 17 billions aggregate, would be about $340 
percapita. Ona basis of 40 billions (probably 
more nearly correct) the average would be 
$800. 

The south stands low in the scale of wealth. 
In Georgia, for example, in 1880 $240,000,000 
the aggregate value of 
property of 1,500,000 of people, 
making but $160 per capita, 
tess than half the $340, which was the general 
average on the same basis of valuation. 
However,of the $240,000,000 about $234,000,000 
were held by the whites—817,000 in number— 
so that the wealth per capita of white citizens 
was about $285, not so far below the average. 
‘For thesake of comparison we note that the 
individual wealth of Great Britain is the bigh 
est in the world. Say in 1880, an aggregate 
wealth of 45 billions dollars divided 
amongst 32,000,000 persons, an average of 
$1,400 per capita. France stands next. Popu- 
lation 36,000,000, wealth 37 billion dollars. 
average, $1.030. The United States is next in 
order, if 40 billion dollars be a correct valua- 
tion, about $800 per capita. Germany, witha 
population of 41,000,000 and a wealth of 
29 billions, next, the average per capita being 
$740. Probably Massachusetts, as a single 
state, would head the list of wealth per capita, 
with between $1,500 and $1,800 as the 
average. Certain portions of Eng 
land proper would, however, excel this and 
lead the world. If the tax valuation in

Families.—In the United States 
a family group consists almost exactly of five 
persons (accurately 5.04—in Georgia 5.09), 

On the foregoing estimates, the wealth per 
family would average about. $4.000—the net 
income about $400—and the savings $100. The 
family would pay state taxes about five dol- 
lars, and federal taxes about forty dollars. 
The form of the federal tax being ‘‘protec- 
tion,’’ the family will pay to protected classes 
(better off than themselves) about fifty dol- 
lars, and a considerable accidental tax will go 
to waste. It is estimated that the average cust 
of living in the United States, as the people 
actually live, is about forty cents a day 
per capita. At this rate, the aggregate 
expenses of living of the whole people would 
exceed 7 billions of dollars. 

A Georgia white family would at $285 per 
capita have an average wealth of $1,425. This 
would be the amount returned to the comp 
troller-general of the state. If $652 be. the 
correct amount per capita, the wealth per 
family would be $3,250—perhaps too high an 
estimate. Whatever may be the value of the 
estimates (gathered together at some cost of 
time and calculation), one thing is sure—the 
enormous disparity between state and federal 
taxation and the all importance 
federal tax reform. Tue Constitution is 
doing its share in enlightening the public 
mind on the subject, and making it familiar 
with principles and facts. After many 
years of peace we live to-day under the high- 
est of war taxes.

CINCINNATI, October 1.—In Hamilton coun- 
ty district court, composed of Judges John- 
son, Smith and Moore, this afternoon, a de- 
cision was rendered in the case of J. B. Man- 
nix, assignee, against J. B. Purcell, etal. 
which was an action by the assignee to op- 
tain the judgment ofthe court as to the lia- 
bility of the diocesan church  proper- 
ty to pay the debt of the late Arch- 
bishop Purcell. The case was one of great 
magnitude, the hearing baving occupied three 
months endingin June, 1882, and has been 
under consideration until now. The opinion, 
which was read by Judge Smith, occupied 
mearly three hours in its’ delivery. 
Out of nearly 200 pieces ot 

roperty held by the archbishop, 14 were se- 
ected for the trial, as being representative of 
all. Nine of these were churches, the others 
were cathedrals, including the Arch Episco- 
pal residence and school, St.. Mary’s semines 
ry, the Cumminsville Orphan asylum, and 
St. Joseph’s cemetery, old and. new 
The court found that in the _ case 
churches, although the _ title 
was in fee simple in Archbishop Purcell, yet 
they were built with money raised by the 
members of the different congregations, and 
the title was in the archbishop by reason of 
the church law, which, in such case as 
this the court is bound to regard that the 
archbishop held title: only as trustee for 
the uses of the congregations, and that 

he property so held could not be subjected 
the payment of debts contracted by the 

@bbishop. In the case of the churches, a 

Merity of the court found that the evidence 

bd that Archbishop Purcell had ad- 

fed some money to them, and that 
churches were liable for the 

Sunt to the assignee. As to the cathedral

© court held that though the archbishop held

to ascertain if the archbishop had made ad- 
vances to this property. As to the cemeteries, 
@ majority of the court held that they were 
not dedicated tothe public, that a consecra- 
tion did not amount toa dedication, and that 
such portions as were not sold for burial Jots 
could be sold for the benefit of the 
creditors.- Judge Johnston dissented as to 
the property being referred to a master 
and from a yiew that the cemeteries were not 
dedicated tothe public and were held in 
trust by the archbishop. 
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ASENSATIONaAL SUICIDE. 


A Beautiful Young Woman Deliberate'y Polsons 
Herself. 

PirrssurG, October 1.—A sensational sui- 
cide was committed in this city to-day. Three 
weeks ago Dr. O. Newton, a specialist, who 
came here from Cincinnati two years ago, 
having lost a large fortune and deserted his 
family in that city, died under circumstances 
that pointed strongly to the theory of 
suicide. When he arrived in Pittsburg 
Dr. Newton, who was an elderly man, was ac- 
companied by a handsome young woman,who 
said her name was Mrs. Josephine Bryant and 
that she was employed by the doctor as secre- 
tary. A year ago the doctor's practice fell off, 
and then Mrs. Bryant descended to the posi- 
tion ot housekeeper. When the doctor was 
found dead in his bed she appeared ‘greatly 
depressed. To-day the coroner received 
in her handwriting which said: 
“~¢ have taken 15 grains of morphia 
with suicidal intent. An inquest will not be 
pecessary.’’ The note was signed ‘‘Mrs., Dr. 
Newton.’ The coroner, accompanied by a 

hysician, immediately repaired to the 

ouse occupied by the woman. They found 
her lying in a bed attired in a white shroud, 
with a wreath of flowers ou her head. She 
was not dead, but was unconscious, and died 
within an hour after the coroner arrived, In 
the room were found a large quantity of 
morphia, and a quantity of another 
deadiy poison. Several long letters ad- 
dressed to different parties were a!so found. 
The burden of these was that she had no 
desire to iive after the doctor's death, 
and that her suicide was deliberate. One 
letter addressed to the editor of a daily. paper 
entreated him to secure the adoption of her 
son by some wealthy family. Another was 
addressed to a preacher, requesting him to 
see that her body was decently interred and 
that religious rites should not be neglected. All 
the letters were signed ‘'Mrs. Newton,” but 
nowhere did she claim to have been married 
to the ductor. The dead woman was 25 years 
of sge, very beautiful and finely educated. 
She was born in Bioomfield, Ill., and was a 
hiece of Alexander Campbell, the founder of 
the Campbellite church.

Arrest of a New Mexican Miilonaire--A Seque! to

He agaia applied fora 

writ of habeas corpus, which is stili pending, 
REFUSAL To TESTINY. 

The facts, as nearly as they can be learned 
here, seem to be as follows: In 1879, Sherwin, 
then a banker in Albany, refused to testily 
against Charles Phelps, cashier in the state 
treasury department Phelps was afterward 
convicted of forgery and grand larceny, and 
sentenced to three termsof five , ears each in 
the Albany penitentiary.
